THE "QARONNE" ARRIVES. 

A Magnificent Steel Ship Reaches Port 
To Enter the St. Michael's Trade 

Of the numerous craft engaged in 
the Klondike business which have called 
here during the lust six month's, i those 
coining from far off England are in 
every way the best vessels, being in 
every instance steamers classed A 1 in 
Lloyds nnd built to go out in any kind 
of weather. The latest of these to ar- 
rive and now about to enter the St. 
Michael's trade is the Garonne, 11 beau- 
tiful ship of 3,001 tons commanded bv 
Capt. Con'nidi, late of the Hudsoirs Bay 
service. She arrived on Sunday morn- 
ing, having left England on April 24 
and experiencing a very commonplace 
passage, calling only at St. Vincent and 
Cor'onol for coal. She happened to ar- 
rive tit the former port before the Span- 
lnsh squadron set sail for whereabouts 
unknown. The ships composing the Hoot 
consisting of three torpedo catchers, 
four lirst class torpedo boats, two gun- 
bouts, two cruisers and a battleship im- 
pressed the Garonne's officers very much 
being nil modern vessels. equal, the of- 
ficers thought, to similarly classed Brit- 
ish ships. On the Pacific coast a few 
of Uncle Sam's warships were passed — 
the .Monterey and the Brutus bound for 
.Manila and the Monadnock bound for 
San Francisco, three days out from Port 
Angeles. 

The Garonne has on dock in addition 
to a rather unusual number of boats, a 
large steam launch, collapsible life rafts 
and :i steel river boat, flat bottomed and 
of the following dimensions: Keel, 75 
feet; beam; 40 feet, and draught - feet. 
In her hold she brought 400 tons of gen- 
eral merchandise, mostly liquors, for 
Victoria, merchants. As passengers a 
party of twenty-Englishmen forming a 
syndicate which owns the Research, the 
river steamer on deck and which is voy- 
aging in the search for gold to the up- 
per waters of the Yukon. Among the 
party are Dr. McDonald and .Messrs. 
Everton, Buck and Waddington. 

The Garonne is splendidly appointed, 
her saloon being large and finished in 
birds-eye maple; her lirst class cabins 
also being large and elegantly furnished 
ami her steerage quarters airy, roomy 
and lighted with electricity. The steam- 
er, which is :sso feet long by -10 feet 
beam, was built in Napier's ship yard, 
on the Clyde, in 1871. She is powerfully 
engincd and should make u strong com- 
petitor for northern trade, having ac- 
commodation for 600 passengers. 

She was long in the employ of the 
P. & O. Steam Navigation company and 
for two or three years served as a 
yacht. She has also plied in the excur- 
sion business running from England to 
the Hand of the Midnight Sun— not Al- 
aska this time, but Norway. In Purser 
John Hnyden, who joined her here the 
lirst officer Ncroutson, second officer Sod- 
don, third officer Mortley and fourth 6111- 
cer Murdock and chief engineer Richard- 
son, Capt. Conrndi lias an excellent 
staff. 

The Garonne will be operated from 
Vancouver by Frank Waterhouse & Go. 
and her local agency will be handled by 
Dodwell, Curlill & Co.

SIR ADOLPHE CHAPEEAU. 

The Distinguished French Conservative 
Leader Passes to His Rest— Sketch 
of 11 Stormy Career. 

Montreal, June 13.— Sir Adolpho 
Chapleau, ex-Lieutennnt-Governor of the 
province of Quebec and for many years 
a member of Sir John Mucdonald's cab- 
inet, is dead. He had been failing rap- 
idly recently and the end was expected. 
Sir Adolpho died a few minutes before 
1 o'clock this afternoon in his room at 
the Windsor hotel. 

Joseph Adolphe Chapleau was a "son 
of the people" of Quebec, in which prov- 
ince he was born, at Ste Therese on Nov. 
t), 1840. He was educated there and at 
St. Hyucinthe, and choosing the law us 
his profession practised in Montreal, 
where he quickly took a prominent posi- 
tion at file bur, becoming a Q.C. in 
1ST:!. In the meantime he bud entered 
the field of politics, for which bis rare 
gift of oratory pre-eminently fittinl him. 
and in IS(!7 became member of the pro 
vincinl legislature for Terrebonne, whic'l 
constituency remained singularly faithful 
to its distinguished representative in the 
legislature and in the House of Com- 
mons, during flu- whole long period of his 
continuance in political life. In 187;{ lie 
became solicitor-general in the Ouiinet 
administration, nnd later in that of Mr. 
Do Boucherville he was provincial sec- 
retary. After the dismissal of the lat- 
ter by Lieut. -Governor Letellier do St. 
Just in 1S7S Mr. Chapleau was chosen 
loader of the opposition in the legislature; 
and in 1S7I1 he returned to office as Prem- 
ier of Quebec. This position he held un- 
til 1882, when he exchanged places with 
Mr. Mousseau, then secretary of state in 
Sir John Mucdonald's administration at 
Ottawa. This portfolio he continued to 
hold until Sir John's death in 1801. He 
continued in the Abbott ministry until 
in 1892 he was appointed Lieutenant- 
Governor of Quebec, from which office 
he retired only 11 few months ago. In 
lS'.lli the honor of knighthood was con- 
ferred upon him. Mr. Chapleau married 
in 1874 the daughter of Col. Cbas. King, 
of Sherbrooke, who survives him. 

Mr. Chapleau visited this province in 
1884 as a member of the commission on 
Chinese immigration: and a few years 
ago lie came on a holiday trip, 011 which 
occasion he .was entertained by the bar 
of Victoria at a dinner at the Driard, at 
which he delivered a brief address beau- 
tifully eloquent in praise of what be had 
soeii of British Columbia life and scen- 
ery. Throughout bis long career he was 
a popular idol' and leader amongst bis 
countrymen, over whom bis stirring ora- 
tory had a singularly powerful influence. 
He hud in n measure broken away from 
his party after the death of Sir John 
Mncdonald and though many overtures 
were made to him to re-enter political 
life since he became Lieutenant-Governor 
he showed ho inclination to return to the 
stormy scenes of alternate triumph and 
disappointment from which in failing 
health he had sought shelter nt Spehcer- 
wood.

(From Our Owu Correspondenl.) 
Ottawa, June III.— This liuss boom a 
veritable Aberdeen day. The proceedings! 
in parliament were overshadowed by the 
functions in which the Governor anil 
Countess wore the central figures. Both 
houses had morning sittings. In the 
Senate there was sharp criticism of the 
supply bill by Senators Ferguson and 
Bowell. Mr. Scott defended the two- 
million increase as due to extraordinary 
expenditure on the Yukon. In the Com- 
mons there were speeches of 11 similar 
character. Mr. Foster delivered one of 
his most caustic attacks 011 the increased 
government expenditure. Mr. Fielding; 
tried hard to break the force of Mr. Fos- 
ter's argument, but with little effect. 
Prorogation took place with the usual 
formalities. The weather was fine and 
there was a large gathering on Parlia- 
ment Hill. The Semite chamber wast 
crowded, the ladies on the floor appearing 
in street dress. The routine- proceedings 
wore prolonged as 150 bills, the largest 
number for several years, had to be un- 
seated to. 

Immediately after prorogation the 
members of the Commons entered within 
the bar of the Senate and a joint: address 
from both houses was presented to bis 
Excellency. Speaker Pelletier read the 
French version and Speaker Edgm the 
English copy. Aberdeen delivered an 
able reply. He alluded to the happy live 
years spent in Canada, and to the miiii^ 
friends he had made here. He bud pleas- 
ant words for (he' premier, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, Sir Macknezie Bowell and oth- 
ers and- concluded by expressing his sat- 
isfaction, at the marks of progress and 
prosperity Canada evidenced in every 
department of national life. 

Then there was a pleasant surprise for 
the Countess. One hundred senators 
ind members. Conservative and Liberals, 
had procured for her a magnificent Her- 
! of 204 pieces, each piece hand 
painted with sketches of Canadian scen- 
y, flora and fauna, and each piece be- 
ing different. Members of tlio Women's 
Decorative Association of the- Domin- 
ion were the artists. The Countess de- 
livered an admirable speech In reply. 
She said this mark Of spontaneous wurni 
friendship would ever be precious to her 
husband and herself. No gift could she 
have valued more than the handiwork of 
Canadian women workers, -with whom 
she cherished association of affectionate 
sympathy and co-appreciation for com- 
mon aims and common work. Lord and 
Lady Aberdeen then shook hands with 
nnd bade good bye to the legislators. 

To-night Parliament Hill is totally do- 
sorted. Mr. Earle goes to Montreal to- 
morrow and will 1 leave for home with 
Miss Earle on Thursday. Mr, Morrison 
remains here at Sir Louis Davies' request 
a few days longer.

Reports of Accidents in White 
Horse Rapids Which Lack 
Confirmation. 



Washington, June 18.-The first army 
of invasion of Cuba is now well on its 
way. Thirty-two transport steamers, 
bearing 15,000 officers and men, convoy- 
ed by battleships, cruisers, gunboats and 
auxiliary craft, sixteen in number, ac- 
tually sailed from Key West at daybreak 
this morning. An authoritative state- 
ment to this effect was made at the war 
department, setting at rest all reports 
that the expedition was on its way or 
had landed last week. The authorities 
made the announcement for the reason 
that the time for secrecy is now past ana 
scout bouts had made sure that the path 
was clear and no possible menace could 
come from the Spanish ships or troops, 
vene should the enemy know that our 
forces were not advancing. 

By Thursday at latest the transports 
■will be off Santiago and a large Ameri- 
can army will make its landing on Cu 
bun soil. Admiral Sampson lias cleared 
the way for this undertaking and little 
danger is apprehended in going ashore. 
It will be after, that when the advance is 
made, that the actual dramatic develop- 
ments may be expected. By that time 
it is likelv the American commanders 
will be in direct cable communication 
with the authorities here. Admiral 
Sampson has taken the shore end of the 
cable landing at Guantanaino and a 
force of cable experts are rapidly restor- 
ing the line to working order. The pro 
gross of this work has been so satisfac 
tory that one of the leading state depart- 
ment officials says it is hoped that direct 
communication will be established by 
Thursday. 

The point of landing has been so chosen 
that there is little danger of an interna 
tion from the Spanish forces, but should 
the attempt to make trouble Admiral 
Sampson's ships will insure nmple pro 
tection until the troops can care for 
themselves. 

The 'Spanish Cadiz fleet is almost as 
much of a mystery to naval officers here 
as was Admiral Cervera's flying squad 
ion during the two weeks preceding the 
inglorious bottling up at Santiago. To- 
dav came a report that the squadron was 
unfit for sea. That would have been 
credited except that the department has 
had information as late as Saturday to 
the effect tht the squadron is already at 
sea. The war board is taking no unnec 
essary chances of a surprise and scouts 
have been provided for securing timely 
warning of the approach of any hostile 
ship. 

A HINT FROM SPAIX. 

Ready to Accept Any Peace Overtures 
Which European Powers May 
Present. 

Brussels, June 13 — The special Ma 
drid correspondent of the Petit Blue of 
this city sends an interview which he 
claims to have had with Senor Merino 
the private secretary of the Spanish 
Premier, Senor Sagastn, in which the 
secretary is quoted as having formally 
declared that the Spanish government 
will accept any peace proposal which is 
submitted, "on the express condition 
that it does not emanate from the 
enemy." 

But the Premier's secretary is said to 
have added: "The international media- 
tion which would be especially welcomed 
upon the part of Spain would be in the 
case of the initiative being taken by 
Prance and Austria." 



GTJANTANAMO BOMBARDMENT. 

Further Particulars of an Affair Now a 
Week Old. 

Off Santiago de Cuba, Wednesday,

maica, June 0.— The Yankee and St 
Louis cut the cable at Guantanaino, 00 
miles east of Santiago de Cuba, yester- 
day afternoon, and Cuba is thus bellev 
ed to be finally cut off from communion 
tion with the outer world.

FIGHTING AT GTJANTANAMO. 

Marine Landing Party Harassed by the 
Spaniards and Suffering Loss. 

Off United States Camp, Guantanaino 
Bay, Sunday, June 12th, noon, 
Kingston, Jamaica, June 13.— When the 
Associated Press despatch boat Daunt 
loss left Guantanaino bay early this 
morning after thirteen hours' skirmish 
between the United States marines un 
der Lieut.-Col. Huntington and the 
Spanish guerillas, it was expected that 
the fighting would be renewed. The 
Marblebead was landing reinforcements 
At nine o'clock the firing was again re- 
newed by the Spaniards, who appeared 
off the camp at the edge of a small is 
land about a mile to the northeast. 
Then firing was promptly returned by 
rifles and a three-inch gun and ii 
short time all signs of the enemy had 
disappeared. Col. Huntington then sent 
to the landing for a second three-inch 
gun which was dragged up the hill , 
placed in a position at the summit. 

The skirmish lines thrown around kept 
up a popping all the morning, but with 
not much result. Meanwhile the Mar 
blehead left the harbor and threw 
few shells into the woods. 

To the great delight of the marines in 
camp, Lieuts. Neville and Shaw, with 
thirty men of company D returned in 
good shape, but much exhausted by 
eighteen hours' on picket duty. One 
man, Sergeant Smith, of company K, 
had been shot through the abdomen and 
instantly killed. During most of the 
day and night Lieuts. Neville and Shaw 
had been surrounded by a much super- 
ior force, but the men and officers be- 
haved splendidly and although the firing 
of the Spaniards was constant and 
heavy, Lieut. Neville's detachment held 
its own, inflicting much, more loss than 
it. sustained. At least five Spanianls_iirc 
known to have been killed and as Lieut 
Neville's men kept up a steady lire 
throughout the night and the enemy was 
not at a great distance it is believed 
that the Spanish casualties were heavy 

The battleship Texas arrived this 
morning and sent ashore forty marines 
and two automatic Colt guns as rein 
forcemeats. The Marblebead also sent 
an additional small detachment. . Fri 
vate Bartholomew McCowan, of com- 
pany D, will lose his hand, which was 
shattered by a Mauser bullet. Anipu 
tattion will be necessary.

THE STOCK EXCHANGE. 

Heavy Drop on Selling Orders from 
Chicago Excites Surprise. 
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New York, June 13.— The slump in the 
stock market to-day was a surprise to most 
speculative observers who looked fur an 
advance in prices after the apparent aban- 
donment of last week's persistent at- 
tempt to secure a reaction. The underlying 
cause of the violent decline was not \ 
clear. It was that the stock market felt 
some sympathy with the dropping of tli 
bottom out of the wheat market and that 
there were heavy sales of securities on tin 
New York exchange on telegraphic orderi 
from Chicago. Tills acute selling prcssuri 
from Chicago gave rise to reports of a

Hut there was also a sug 
gestion lo Hie effect that the large specu 
lallve combination In Chicago was mini 
Ipulatlug tlie markets with a view to get- 
ting long of wheat while going short of 
stocks on the prospect of Inevitable rumors 
of crop damage before harvest time. There 
was an appreciable hardening la the tone 
of the local market to-day and rates for 
time money were quoted higher. Ster- 
ling exchange declined half to three-quar- 
tern for actual rates. Preparations for tin 
government bond issue were thus mani- 
fested in the money market and may poS' 
slbly have made na Impression oa tin 
stock speculation. London bought freely

The 
Blenm vessels are still above Caribou 
Crossing, but within the coming week 
one or more of them will begin the ex- 
perimental voyage to Dawson. 

The body of Frederick Cope, the ex- 
mayor of Vancouver, who was drowned 
last September ut the head of Shallow 
Lake on White Pass, was recovered last 
Tuesday by a ferryman. It was ludenti- 
fied by papers found in the pockets of the 
dead man's clothing. The ferryman, 
while rowing across the ford at the uppc 
extremity of Shallow Lake saw Cope's 
body lying on the bottom and getting a 
rope and grappling hook he hauled it in- 
to the bout. It was taken in charge by 
the Canadian police and will be shipped 
to Vancouver. At the time he was 
drowned Cope was supposed to have had 
over $1,000 in his possession, but the 
police found only ?13D, besides some 
jewelry, on the corpse. When he met 
his death Cope was leading a party from 
Vancouver to Dawson, being the common 
purse bearer also. In riding his horse 
anoss Shallow Lake ford he fell out of 
the saddle into the water and perished 
within sight of his companions. No rope 
in the vicinity proved long enough to 
sound the spot where Cope was drowned, 
and although a reward of §1,000 was of- 
fered for its recovery his body remained 
in the water all winter and spring, it 
was finally located in shallower wafer, 
about 150 feet below the place where 
Cope tumbled off his horse. One of the 
reasons which prompted the promise ot a 
reward for finding his remains was that 
Cope carried a heavy insurance on his 
life. 

A rather different report concerning 
Moran's big licet of river steamers bound 
from Seattle for St. Michael's, to that 
brought from the North yesterday by 
the steamer Lapwing was received by the 
City of Seattle. The captain of the lat- 
ter states that he saw the licet making 
headway to the northward of Mary 
Island. The only wreck sighted by those 
on the Seattle was that of a double fun- 
nelled stern-wheel steamer in Granville 
channel. What the distressed steamer is 
no one on the Seattle knows. She was 
sighted when the latter was bound up 
and when on the return it was seen her 
back was broken. That the steamer is 
not any of the homo fleet is signified by 
the fact that she has two smokestacks.

Mutual Concessions by Which British 
and French Settle Their Division 
of Spoils. 

London, .Tune 13.— The Anglo-French 
convention with reference to the disputed 
territory in the Niger valley was signed 
to-day. France agrees to evacuate Kissi, 
Borea, Asbigere, Kiama, Boussa, Gaom- 
lun and lo, but she retains Nikki. Fur- 
thermore on the left bank of the Niger 
the French Ket a triangular piece of 
territory, whose ha.se extends from Say 
to Ilo.

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Nice Words Said About Alderman 
McCaiidless When His Resig- 
nation Is Read. 



' The By-Law Forbids Giving More 
Than One Month's Delay for 
Sewer Connecting. 



The formal resignsition by Aid. Mc- 
■ Cundlcss us representative of North 
ward was received at last night's city 
council meeting with regret and some 
nice tilings were said about him by the 
colleagues he was tearing. 

Mayor Itedfera said that Aid. Mc- 
Cundless's withdrawal wan a lose to the 
city at large ns he was one of the ablest 
men who ever sat around the board. 

Aid. McGregor supposed there was 
nothing to do but move the resignation 
be accepted. He did so with regret as Aid 
McCaiidless was one of the best who 
ever sat around the board and he only 
hoped the place would be tilled by as 
good a man. 

Aid. Williams seconded the motion, 
which was carried. 

Oa motion of Aid. Humphrey it was 
decided that the nomination lor alder- 
man to till the vacancy in. North ward 
be held at the city ball on Tuesday, 
June 21, and if an election was neces- 
sary tho poll be taken at the city mar- 
ket building on Monday, dune 24. 

A. W. Jones called attention to .the 
bad state of Wharf- street opposite the 
Finlayson estate. This was referred to 
the city engineer and street committee 
to act. 

Frank Armstrong's request for sewer 
extension on Michigan street was refer- 
red to the sewerage committee and so 
was D. W. Anderson's letter fur an ex- 
tension of sewer on King's road and 
second street. 

Next came a letter from J. G, Elliott, 
secretary of the board of lire under- 
writers, urging that City Electrician 
Hutchinson be appointed inspector of 
wires and installation for electric light 
work in the city. The board had hith- 
erto had nn inspector, but believed that 
the duty was u city one. The electric 
light committee will report on the mat- 
ter. 

The city engineer had referred to him 
a letter from Wciler Bros, calling at- 
tention to had sidewalks on Broughton 
street, and the cemetery committee will 
report on a request to allow the com- 
pletion of an iron railing on a lot in the 
cemetery, the present by-law only allow- 
ing the erection of galvanized iron rail- 
ings. 

Mrs. McCracken, who wrote a letter 
addressing the council as "Sirs and 
Brethren," wanted to know why she 
was not allowed to ' sell in the park 
though she paid her license to sell in 
the city. She was a poor, honest and 
struggling woman and when men wen 
allowed to sell in the park she did not 
see why she should bo debarred. 

Aid. Hall as chairman of the park 
committee was unaware that, the lady 
had been interfered with. Certainly he 
did not object to her selling in the 
park. 

Finally Mayor Itedfern was authorise 
ed to sign a permit to grant Mrs. Mc- 
Cracken the privilege askod. 

After tho council had passed a reso 
lution deciding that the condemned 
buildings on Fort and Pandora st 
be torn down ,a letter was read from 
Messrs, MeFhillips, Wootten & B 
ard, on behalf of Mrs. Drosdowitz, to 
owner of one of these houses. She 
prepared to put in good sanitary condi- 
tion and to have it connected with the 
sewers. Accordingly it was decided to 
give her a month in which to carry out 
her promise. 

The sanitary inspector in regard t 
the extension of six months given Mrs 
Williams to connect her property at th 
corner of Douglas and Fisgard streets 
with the sewer, said that the property 
had been the cause of numerous com 
plaints in the past two years and though 
the buildings had been very well rented 
and the sewer completed for three years 
no effort, had been made yet to connect 
them. He had always been careful not 
to be too exacting or officious in enforc- 
ing the sewerage by-law. In view of 
the action taken by the council iie want- 
ed to know whether he would take no 
further steps in abating such nuisances. 

Mayor Redferu returned fur reconsid- 
eration the resolution passed last Mon- 
day granting Mrs. Williams the six 
months' extension. In doing so he said: 

"My reason for returning the resolu- 
tion to you for recommendation are as 
follows: The Sewer Connection liegu- 
lation by-law, section 4' states distinctly 
'that the city engineer may grant for 
cause such extension of time to make 
the connection as be may deem advis- 
able, not, however, exceeding thirty 
days.' The by-law therefore expressly 
places the power to grant an extension 
of time in the discretion of the city en- 
gineer and not in the municipal council, 
and also limits such extension of time to 
thirty days. I therefore recommend that

Aid. Kinsman was in favor of giving 
people time to make the connections 
when the property owners could ill af- 
ford to pay out the money at once.

Aid. lluuiber seemed to think that this 
was nil a scheme of the reporters, for 
everything seemed nil right till some 
scribbler in the papers found out about 
the by-law. 

Aid. Me. Gregor would not interfere 
with the sanitary otllcer in doing bis 
duty. lie moved, seconded by Aid. 
Wilson, that the Mayor's recommenda- 
tion be carried out.

The Victoria Machinery Depot got the 
tender for pulleys, $280, for electric light 
plant, and Thomas Shaw was success- 
ful in his tender for $175 for lire tubes 
and repairs. 

The electric light committee incidental- 
ly stated that they had given orders to 
cut away tree branches where tliev in- 
terfered much with the street lights. 

The lire wardens reported that the 
new alarm boxes bo placed in position by 
the city electrician at the points decided 
upon by Chief Deusy. They recommend- 
ed the placing of several uew hydrants 
anil that, the application be allowed to al- 
ter the wooden building, 10(5 Douglas 
street, he not granted. The report was 
adopted. 

Recommendations came from the street 
committe eto renew sidewalks on the fol- 
lowing street: Menzios, east side from 
Drill ball to Superior; Meuzies, west 
sidi- between Kingston and Superior; 
Johnson, north side between Douglas 
and Blanchard; Princess avenue, north 
side from Douglas to Blanchard: Yates 
from Blanchard to Quadra, north side' 
and that a grave! sidewalk be placed oil 
south side .Michigan street, between 
Meuzies and Oswego.

The 
Times evidently believes otherwise. 
When n year ago this paper devoted a 
very great deal of space to this question, 
it was accused by the Times of having 
Stolen its thunder. On more than one 
occasion our evening contemporary in- 
sisted that the Colonist was simply pre- 
senting its arguments in different words 
If it were true that the Times took such 
a position as it then claimed, it certainly 
had not. done so since the advent of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier to power and must have 
confined its efforts in that direction to 
the time when the Conservatives were in 
Office. This being the case, its advocacy 
of provincial rights, if it ever diil advo- 
cate them, when it was in opposition 
and its refusal to advocate them now 
when its friends are in power at Ottawa 
show that our contemporary regards 
matters of this kind as a lit subject for 
partisan discussion. The Colonist does 
■ not so hold and never did so hold. It 
urged the claims of British Columbia for 
fair play when the Conservatives were 
in power anil it urges them now. 

The Times is at a loss to know how 
the case of the province can be strength 
ened by a verdict of the people in favor 
of lion. Mr. Turner and his government 
This, we are bound to say, is a qnes 
tioa (hat must be met by those who af- 
firm that such ll verdict: will advance 
the cause of the province. The history 
of all popular movements in English 
speaking countries show the weigl 
that is attached to an expression < 
public opinion at a general election, The 
practice is. indeed, to appeal to • the 
people for an expression of their views, 
even although the subject matter may 
not he one with which the legislative 
body elected can specifically deal. There 
is no other way by which the people of 
a province can express themselv 
-cepting at the polls, and it is fitting that 
when an election is being held they 
should be asked to indicate by their 
votes how they fi>el upon any proposition 
•directly affecting their interests. Such 
a proposition is the demand for fair 
play. There is no other way in which 
the people of British Columbia can 
show that they believe themselves not to 
lie justly dealt with by the Dominion, 
no other way in which they can make an 
emphatic demand for better treatment 
than that afforded by a provincial elec- 
tion. Tn a Dominion election partisan 
questions will necessarily be forced to 
the front: and the people will divide bo 
tween Liberals and Conservatives, un 
less, indeed, a new party should he form 
cd— which is quite improbable— to send 
an independent contingent to purlin 
mont. But to expect anything to he uc 
complisbed by an independent contin 
gent of six representatives from l!ritisl 
Columbia to the Bouse or Commons 
would be simply ridiculous, unless in 
deed the division of parties should be 
very much closer than it usually is ii 
a Canadian house. It is unreasouabl 
to expect British Columbia to siid; fed- 
eral party lines out of sight in feden 
■elections; and if it were not. it would 
1)0 folly to expect anything to be achiev- 
ed in the way of an expression of public 
opinion at a Dominion election on a 
question of fair play. Under these cir- 
cumstances, there is no way in winch 
the people can speak excepting at a pro- 
vincial election. Mr. Turner, as part 
•of the platform upon which he appeals 
to the people, advances this claim of 
fair play. The opposition has taken di- 
rect issue with him and, as has already 
been quoted, the Times expresses the 
hope that the movement will utterly fail. 
It is as clear as anything can be in poli- 
tics that if the electors sustain Mr. 
Turner and send him back to the house 
with an increased majority, such a re- 
rSUlt will be regarded as a demand by 
the people of British Columbia for bet- 
ter treatment and Hint Mr. Turner will 
be in a position to go to Ottawa and 
•urge the claim of the province with some 
i reasonable prospect of success, whereas 
if he is defeated upon this issue it will 
'be accepted at Ottawa as the verdict of 
the people of British Columbia that 
'there is nothing in the claim made on 
'behalf of the province, it is quite true 
that there was nothing left for the 
'Times to do but to oppose this movement 
if it was to continue its fight for the 
opposition, but: it is none the less an 
.enemy of the province. 



hi nation that ever appealed to the elec- 
torate. It has neither leader nor policy. 
In Victoria it is endeavoring to whip all 
Liberals into line against the govern- 
ment. In Vancouver it is professedly 
non-partisan. In other sections of the 
province it is anything that its represen- 
tatives think will catch votes. Upon one 
point only may it be said to bo ununi- 
mouse, viz., in the fact that it is as the 
News-Advertiser puts it, "Agin the gov- 
ernment." Wo refuse to believe that the 
people of British Columbia will accept 
as controllers of their political destinies 
for the next four years a combination 
which has nothing in common excepting 
a desire to get oiliee. 

The News-Advertiser professes to have 
discovered in the Colonist proof that the 
government recognizes that it is not on 
a level with the opposition. Upon this 
point we would like to be very positive. 
The government is certainly not on a 
level with the opposition. It would be n 
sorry day for the province if a govern- 
ment should ever get on a level with the 
opposition. If both parties in provincial 
politics should be policyless and leader- 
less it would be time for the electors to 
despair. But this was not just: what 
the News-Advertiser meant. The im- 
pression it desired to convey was that 
the Colonist admitted that in certain of 
the mainland constituencies the govi 
incut's chances were not as good 
those of its opponents. The Colonist has 
in its references to the mainland eon 
stituencies confined itself to an expres- 
sion of opinion as to the outlook 
in those from which it had definite 
information. For this reason it has said 
nothing of the outlook in Vancouver, nor 
in Cariboo, nor in Lillooet, nor iny of 
the Kootcnay constituencies— excepting 
Slocan riding— nor any of the Vale con 
stituencies, excepting the north riding 
Until candidates have been named anil 
the campaign lias taken shape in all the 
mainland ridings it would be quite pre 
mature to express opinions as to the re- 
sult of the elections, and if there is ont 
thing more than another which this pa 
per proposes not to do, it is to de.'i>l«'i 
its friends by trumped up stories of the 
prospects of the government in any con 
stituency. To do so would be bad jour 
nalism and bad politics. 

The mainland constituencies to which 
the Colonist has hitherto chiefly refc 
red have been those on the lower Fraser

THE NEW DISRAELI. 

Mr. Cotton. M.P.F., seems iinpresse 
with the idea that the mantle of Disrni 
li has fallen Upon him, anil he undertake 
in his newspaper to say what would In 
the opinion of that, distinguished dec-ens 
ed statesman in regard to the local gov 
.eminent. Speaking for Disraeli, .Mr 
Cotton says that he would describe it a 
a government of "blundering and plan 
dering." It is told of Disraeli that a 
lady once expressed a regret that sh< 
never heard him converse, to which a wit 
ty friend replied, "Von have only to ill! 
aginc a mask of brass talking his own 
novels." The resemblance between Mr 
Cotton and Disraeli is marked in res 
to the brass. It is also marked so fin 
as a monumental admiration of his own 
language goes, but most people will thin' 
that at this point the resemblance ceil 
For example. Disraeli was not a coward 
When he had anything to say, he said 
it in the presence of those who might 
be called upon to answer it. He nev 
sat, in his seat in parliament for thr 
months with countless opportunities for 
making charges against a government 
and yet waited until the session was 
ended to accuse them in the columns of 
a newspaper of plundering, as Mr. Cot- 
ton has done. There is no record so far 
as anyone, knows of Disraeli's having 
worked with an opposition during the day 
and endeavored to scheme with the gov- 
ernment at night to defeat, the opposition, 
as Mr. Cotton did during the session el' 
1807. There is no record of Mr. Disrae- 
li's having had a pel railway scheme of 
his own to engineer through parliament 
anil, when lie failed, of having opposed 
every other railway scheme that could he 
suggested. There is no record of Dis- 
raeli's having been compelled to give a 
written pledge of loyalty to his support- 
ers as Mr. Cotton was. The new Disrae- 
li resembles the other only in brass and 
in a fondness for repeating his own lan- 
guage.

The 
very great, majority of the people of 
British Columbia will heartily endorse 
the action of the government in this re- 
gard, Wo affirm that Mr. Bodwell can- 
not fiud a business man in Victoria who 
will hold that it would be better to 
have a foreign railway take the trade of 
the Boundary to n foreign city rather 
Hum give $-1,000 n mil.' to secure the 
building of a Canadian line to bring that 
trade to a Canadian city. 

It is quite intelligible how Mr. Bod- 
well should take the position he did when 
he was acting as counsel for Mr. Corbin, 
witli no doubt a very handsome retainer, 
before the railway committee at Ottawa; 
but it passes comprehension how he can 
expect the views which he was theil [mid 
for upholding to he accepted by the peo- 
ple of Victoria. The voters th.s city 
will banlly look in the attorney of Mr, 
D. C. Corbin, of Spo!:-iae, f >r advice on 
a matter affecting railway connection 
with Kootenay. 



The government candidate in* the 
Northwest riding of Kootenay is Mr. YY.

A very violent attack is made in some 
of the opposition papers against Hon. 
Mr. Booley because he is solicitor for 
the Messrs. Dunsinnir, and one of the 
papers in support of the opposition, the 
Knmloops Sentinel, says that in any 
other country out of British Columbia 
the paid servant, that is, the retained 
counsel, of a large corporation would be 
disqualified from being a member of 
the government. We suppose that this 
is simply an exhibition of ignorance on 
the part of the Sentinel and not a state- 
ment made in wilful violation of the 
truth. The Colonist is not in a posi- 
tion to say whether any of the present 
federal ministers hold retainers from cor- 
porations. Probably they do not direct- 
ly, but it is not by any means certain 
•that, the firms with which they are as- 
sociated may not do so. If they do, 
there is nothing wrong in it. The Col- 
onist speaks with definite and positive 
knowledge when it says it knows that 
more than one member of the present 
Dominion cabinet when a member of a 
local government was in receipt of regu- 
lar retainers from more than one large 
corporation, and that more than one 
member of the same cabinet is now 
connected witli legal linns which carry 
on their business regularly and take re- 
tainers as other lawyers do. In Cana- 
da we have no leisure class with siilH:-i- 
cut wealt h tn furnish men for public life, 
who can on entering it sever their con- 
nection with their private business. The 
vicissitudes of politics are too great: to 
warrant them in so doing, and it is not 
only not wrong but highly proper anil in 
every way commendable that, our pub- 
lic men should retain their business con- 
nections after taking office. It makes 
them in a measure independent, because 
it leaves them with a means of liveli- 
hood at their command in ease they 
meet with political reverses. So far 
from British Columbia being the only 
province in which a member of the gov- 
ernment, may be a solicitor for a corpora- 
tion, it is the only one in which objec- 
tion is raised to Hindi a state of affairs. 
If Mr. Pooloy holds a permanent retain- 
er from Messrs. Dunsinnir, he is in no 
different a position than has been occu- 
pied by nearly every prominent lawyer 
who has ever entered Dominion politics 
or occupied a seat in any provincial 
cabinet. 



Mr. W. C. Wells Iiuh issued a card to 
the electors of the North Biding of Bast 
Kootenay. His position may be a very 
accurately described as independent, al- 
though he says he is an opposition candi- 
date, lit* declares that he is not in "full 
alliance" with the opposition, and asks 
a "free indulgence" as to how he shall 
act towards that, party in the future.

One of the most promising quartz 
ledges in all the Kenni peninsula (Cook's 
Inlet) country, has recently been des- 
covered fifteen miles inland from Rcsur- 
reetion bay in latitude 00 N., longitude 
141 W. The fortunate discoverer is 
Mr. W. Whorf, who is now ou his way 
to San Francisco to purchase the ma- 
chinery necessary for the development 
of the property. 



The boom in desiccated and >vnpor- 
nteil vegetable foods created by the 
Klondike rush and the necessities of the 
new mining field, is likely to have a 
slight set-back as a result of the sad 
experience of John Truby, a well-to-do 
resident of Coffeeville, Kan., who went 
1o Cook's Inlet u few months ago nt the 
head of a prospecting party of live. His 
body is now being brought down on the 
schooner Battler by the four sorrowing 
comrades, and their explanation of Tru- 
by's demise is "poisoned with desiccated 
cabbage." None of the others had din- 
ed as heartily as Truby on the deadly 
delicacy, and in consequence escaped. 
Their expedition was completely disorg- 
anized by the leader's death, and they 
were forced to sell for a song the ex- 
pensive dredge and hydraulicing mach- 
inery with which they went into the 
country' equipped.

After finishing the coast sealing cruise 
on the schooner City of San Diego. 
Indian Jackson, more popularly known 
as "Old Jack," decided that instead of 
fulfilling bis agreement to go on the 
Behring sea cruise he would prefer to 
go fishing. According he took his de- 
parture without more ado and was cap- 
tured at Steveston. Yesterday in the 
provincial police court he was found 
guilty of desertion and sentenced to four 
weeks' imprisonment unless the San 
Diego sails in the meantime, when ' he 
will be put aboard. 



The question of providing better 
steamship service between Victoria and 
Vancouver will be discussed at the miM't- 
ing of the council of the board of trade 
to be held at 10:30 to-morrow morning. 
Another matter that was to have been 
taken up but has been deferred on ac- 
count of the absence from the city of the 
member agitating it, was in reference 
to the wharfage accommodation. There 
is besides a lot of unfinished business on 
the files to be cleared up. 



Mr. T. G. Shaughnessy, vice-president 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway com- 
pany, accompanied by Mr. W. Whyte, 
superintendent of the company's West- 
ern division; Mr. George McL. Brown, 
executive agent for British Columbia, 
and Mr. John Crocker, of Chicago, ar- 
rived from Vancouver 011 Sunday even- 
ing, returning this morning. The party 
lias been over all of the company's lines 
in the West, Mr. Shaughnessy being on 
his annual tour of inspection, and with 
the activity at present prevailing in 
railway circles in British Columbia, it 
lias been a very busy tour. From early 
yesterday morning until late iu the even- 
ing, the vice-president of Canada's great- 
est railway company was receiving de- 
putations at the Driard, some of a pri- 
vate nature and others in which the 
general public were interested. A num- 
ber of Victoria's leading merchants in- 
terviewed him during the afternoon re- 
specting the local rates in British Co- 
lumbia, asking that Victoria be given 
the same rates as Vancouver to Ash- 
croft and other interior points. In an 
interview with a representative of the- 
Colonist afterwards. Mr. Shaugh- 
nessy said this was "one of the matters 
that would have to be attended to." 

it was bis statements respecting rail- 
way construction, however, that will be 
of the greatest interest at the present 
time. Fii;st came confirmation of the 
report that the contract, luul been let 
for the company's line from Bobson to 
Boundary Creek. The contractors are 
Messrs. Mann, Foley Bros and Larsen, 
men who have had large experience in 
railway building and will be able to car- 
ry the work to completion without any 
unnecessary delay. "It is hoped that 
the road will be in operation this year," 
said Mr. Shaughnessy, "but it may be 
a little later, as there is a lot of bridge 
work to be done. 

"As to the Crow's Nest Pass, no time 
is being lost, on that work, and it is ex- 
pected that the rails will be laid to the 
lake before the fall." 

"There is some other work iu contem- 
plation in Kootenay," said Mr. Shaugh- 
nessy, "only, however, in the way of 
short branch lines, to give the mines 
better transportation facilities, and im- 
provement in the lines already in opera- 
tion. These works include a ten mile 
branch line to Whitewater basin and 
the changing of the Bossland-Trail line 
to a standard gauge road." 

Although tbi' C. P. B. has nothing to 
do with the building of the road from 
Penticton to Boundary (.'reek, Mr. 
Shaughnessy had no doubt that it would 
be operated by the company when built. 

The Yukon railway scheme they alike 
had no interest, in, the country being 
too remote for them, but they were anx- 
ious to see it built, as they recognized 
that that was the only way for Can- 
adians to reach their far northern ter- 
ritory. 

Mr. Shaughnessy just took a Hying 
trip through the Kootenay country but 
even then he was able to notice a great 
revival in the trade. The smelting 
policy the company had adopted, viz., 
not considering the question of profit 
but giving cheap smelting and trans- 
portation rates, has given the mining 
industry quite an impetus, the mine 
owners' being now enabled to work their 
properties. 

Mr. Shaughnessy and party left by the 
Islander this morning for Vancouver.

THE SKAGIT CHIEF. 

Particulars of the Accident .Willi Which 
She Met iu the Big Canyon. 

Captain W. E. Holmes, first officer of 
the steamer Victoria, in writing of that 
steamer's trip up the Stikine. states that 
upon arrival nt the Big Canyon they 
found the steamers Strut heonii, Hamlin 
and Duchesney tied up 11 1 the bank, a 
little below, waiting for the water to 
droii before attempting to go through, 
some had laid there four or live days. 
The Victorian entered the canyon and 
had not proceeded far when a steamer 
was sighted not far distant, which after- 
ward proved to be the Skagit Chief. On 
seeing the Victorian she signalled for 
her to go back. Captain Lewis stopped 
the boat; and drifted back and tied lip 
alongside the Duchesney: some two 
hours afterwards the Skagit Chief drop- 
ped out and made fast; to the Victor- 
ian, when they reported a serious ac- 
cident. She had tried to go through th<! 
canyon and they lost control of her and 
she struck her guard on the rocks and 
wrenched the flange off her b.lowofl pipe, 
which filled the boat with steam and 
scalded seven head of horses, which bad 
to la; shot. Two of the deck hands wen? 
also scalded, but not seriously. They 
managed to get a line fast mid held 
her there until temporary repairs were 
made. The passengers and crew had a 
most, narrow escape. The passengers 
and freight: were transferred to the Vic- 
torian, notwithstanding she was heavily 
loaded; and she Htnrted through the can- 
yon at 3 11. in. next morning and passed 
through in 27 minutes, arriving nt Glen- 
ora at 7 p. m. the same night, making 
a very fast trip with the largest hud 
that was ever carried up the Stikine 
river. . 

Captain Lewis and the officers of the 
Victorian were presented with an ad- 
diess by the passengers for the atten- 
tive service and their kindness to the 
passengers of the Skagit Chief.

SKA OTTER RETURNS. 

They Revisit the West Coast of This 
Island — Indian Excitement In 
Consequence. 

One thousand dollars a day is pretty 
good wages even for a West Coast Si 
wash. And yet one fortunate membc 
of the Nootka tribe earned even more 
thap this one day last week. His good 
luck bus tilled the tribe and neighboring 
tribes with the spirit, 'of emulation am 
as a result the white sealing schooner 
depending for their hunters upon tin 
West Coast tribes are likely to havi 
considerable t rouble. 

The lucky Indian in question was malt 
ing a solitary trip along the coast, his 
destination being Kyuquot, when, ii 
passing Bajo reef he awoke to a rcali 
zation of the fact that the sea otter 
had returned to their old stamping 
grounds of a century ago, where Cap 
tain Cool; found them when he first 
visited Vancouver Island, but where 
they have not been seen iu any number 
during fifty years past. Four fine spe 
mens were secured by this lonely Indian 
in a single day and on his report belli 
received, a party of four Nootkas went 
out and as a result of half a week 
hunting, returned to Nootka last Thurs- 
day with twenty otters in all, the skins 
being of medium size and the very b 
quality. 

The schooner Pioneer Which has been 
lying in Kyuquot harbor for some time 
past, hud been promised a crew of N)Ot- 
kas for her Behring sea expedition, but 
so much more profitable do they find 
the sen otter hunting Unit they have now 
refused to sign articles, and the captain 
of the sealer is in a quandary. Other 
vessels engaged iu the industry will 
probably fare similarly, and the effect 
of the return of the tea otter \vTTT~ 
questionably be a decided diminution of 
the sealing catch and the probable re- 
turn of a number of the already out- 
fitted .schooners to Victoria. Sea otter 
being worth from ,f!200 to $."00 a skin, 
the money to be made through the kind- 
ness of the much-prized animals return- 
ing to Bajo reef can better be imagined 
than estimated. 

It will be remembered that sea otter 
were seen in limited numbers off Cape 
Cook and Nootka Sound last August, 
when old tribal animosities over the 
right to hunt, them came within an nee 
of precipitating a conflict between the 
Nootkns and Ilnidnhs. Whether there 
is trouble yet in store remains to be 
seen, hut in the meantime the Indians 
are coining comfortable fortunes. 



TUB ALTON GIVEN UP. 

Little Craft From Cook's Inlet Swells 
the Boll of Northern Disasters. 

The latest victim of the northern seas, 
unless a direct interposition of Provi- 
dence has saved her from destruction, is 
the well known S4-ton schooner Alton 
of Tacoma, sailing from Cook's inlet for 
her home port 011 May 20th Inst. 

This unwelcome news is brought by 
(.'apt. Picrsoil of the San Francisco 
schooner Battler, who is so firmly con- 
vinced that the Alton no longer floats 
that lie has logged her as gone down 
with all ou board. The Battler left 
Tyonki, Cook's inlet, May 23, and three 
days later saw the Alton passing out 
from Homer under light wind, Cant. 
Wester of the Tacoma craft complain- 
ing of having no cook stove anil being 
shortlianded in the bargain. 

The next day it blew a gale — not a 
moderate gale by any means, but a ver- 
itable hurricane from the northeast that 
sent the well manned and found Bat- 
tler hack to Saldovia, having lost her 
balloon-jib, split her Uyiug-jib and car- 
ried away her foregaff topsail in the 
blow. A day or two was spent at Sal- 
dovia repairing, and there it was learned 
that the Alton's master had had with 
him for crew but one experienced sea- 
man and two green hands, and had been 
urged to remain in port until 11 better 
working company could be got together. 
He had to get home, he said, however, 
and so he started out, ill prepared to 
light the tempest that next day came 
upon him. 

There is, in Capt. Pierson's opinion, 
not one chanco in a hundred that Wes- 
ter, his schooner and those on board, live 
In number, survived the gale of the 27th. 

The Battler, leaving Saldovia 011 the 
29th ult., and passing Cook's inlet ou 
the 30th, had as passengers fourteen 
men, all of whom save one hud merely 
reached the country to become discour- 
aged with the most casual inspection, 
and turned their faces homeward— "cold- 
feet pilgrims" is the accepted definition 
of their class. One of these had been 
induced to try a pan of dirt almost at: 
the spot on the beach where he was 
landed, and in that pun found a nug- 
get as big as a 5-cent piece. It was not 
sufficient to hold him, however, he want- 
ed something better, he said, to induce 
him to stay in such a country. 

On the bench at the point in question, 
probably two score of men were work- 
ing with old fashioned rockres when 
the Rattler sailed, taking from $1 to 
$20 a day out of the black sand, and 
apparently satisfied with this measure 
of success. 

The most promising camp in the local- 
ity, is, however, the Sunrise, discovered 
about four years ago by a party of 
twenty prospectors, and improvising ev- 
ery tiny. Here the claims that have 
been consistently opened up are now giv- 
ing a net return of f.um $60 to $100 a 
day, thirty in nfl Doing worked with 
common sluice boxes. Seven hundred 
men are employed at the camp, and its 
dividends nre expected to be ninny times 
multiplied just as soon as modern ma- 
chinery can be introduced. 

The principal auriferous creeks at 
present prospected are the California, 
the Crow, Six Mile (with its tributaries. 
Canon, Mills, Lynx and Cub), Indian 
creek, Resurrection and Bear, all con- 
tributing their waters 1o Turniigitin 
Ann. Machinery is required to make 
the great* majority of the claims profit- 
earners, and hence the residents of the 
country do not hesitate to advise in- 
tending settlers to keep away— telling 
them that it is not "a poor man's coun- 
try." , 

On the other hand, it has wood, wa- 
ter and game in abundance, throe fac- 
tors of the greatest Importance to the 
miner without capital at his back, and 
seemingly contradicting the description 
given. -* 

The Battler fought: light and antagon- 



istic winds all the/ way down and yet 
made so favorable :t run that she has 
been off the entrance/ to the straits dur- 
ing two or three days past. Knowing 
nothing of the progress of the war and 
having a wholesome dread of Spanish 
privateers, she hugged the Vancouver 
island shorn* close on her homeward voy- 
age, looking with suspicious eye on ev- 
ery steamer and determined to be-in neu- 
tral waters us long us possible to make 
assurance doubly sure.

COOK'S INLET FAKES. 

Victims Give Details of a Recent Un- 
profitable Adventure. 

No part of the country is more prolific 
in fake milling schemes than that gener- 
ally known 11s Cook's Inlet. Such is the 
testimony of Messrs. O. C. Orr, A. Siek- 
ler, W. II. Mackie, A. B. Munson ami 
Clint Robinson, who reached Victoria 
direct from the far North 011 Sunday 
night, having been brought to Victoria 
by the steamer Mischief from oil" the 
West Coast of Vancouver Island. To this 
point they had been passengers on the 
schooner Battler, but the cupboard on 
that craft becoming exhausted, they 
were heartily glad to avail themselves of 
the opportunity offered by the coming of 
the Examiner steamer to pay a visit to 
Victoria. 

Two instances of northern flotation, of 
which shareholders nre the victims, are 
quoted by Mr. Bobinsoa, The first is 
that known as the Towle scheme, which 
has been assisted financially by Mr. Stet- 
son, of San Jose, and which is mentioned 
as the lesser of two evils by reason of 
the fact that the original principals have 
themselves been duped. The ground in- 
tended to be operated is on Stetson 
c reek, a tributary of the Cooper, which 
in its turn is 1111 affluent of Kaknu river, 
l-IO miles in length and inclusive of two 
lakes of twenty-five and fifteen miles re- 
spectively, emptying info Cook's Inlet at 
Knntii. A small hydraulic plant was In- 
stalled on the ground, but us yet noth- 
ing more lias been done, the prospects 
being at the present time limited to a lit- 
tle fine gold, and much untried, untested 
ami, to old miners, unpromising ground. 

The Stetson scheme, referred to by Mr. 
Kobinson as "a gigantic swindle," has 
for its scene 12,000 acres on Kaknu river 
at the mouth of the first or 25-mile lake, 
where Juneau creek empties into flic 
Kaknu opposite Cooper. There is no 
dump and no prospect warranting the 
undertaking of a hydraulicing proposi- 
tion. Fine gold has been found, but not 
in ns great quantity or of ns good quality 
as on the beach lit Cook's Inlet, or nt 
Anchor Point, where failure has been 
the portion of investors. 

To develop this unpromising property, 
an SO-ton plant was landed by the 
steamer Excelsior on the 26th of April, 
purchasers of stock in the company hav- 
ing been told that it: would he in 11 posi- 
tion, on the ground, by the first of June, 
and the mine making a return of $1,000 u 
day a fortnight thereafter. 

Now, as to the prospect of this being ac- 
complished. The promoter has a force 
of fifteen men inclusive of himself, and 
the capitalists' expert, with six horses. 
It is necessary for them first to build ten 
miles of road through a forest of practi- 
cally unbroken limber. Thence live 
miles of intermittent road and bridge 
building takes them to the head of the 
lake where four hundred or live hundred 
feet of wharf must he constructed be- 
fore further progress is made — and this 
with no suitable timber at hand to draw 
upon. The wharf being built, boats must 
be constructed for the transportation of 
the machinery to the other end of the 
lake. There four miles of road building 
will be necessary to reach the •'mine'" 
with the machinery. 

According to the residents of the coun- 
try, the mere work of transporting a 
plant to the scene of operations cannot 
be accomplished during the present sea- 
son and there is little' prospect of share- 
holders reaping tiny return from their 
investments during the next two years, 
if at all. The nuggets which Mr. Stet- 
son exhibited as from the ground owned 
by the company nre declared by Mr. Kob- 
inson and his party to have been pur- 
chased at Sunrise camp. 

YSAYE AND GEBARDY. 

The Associate Artists Who Are to Ap- 
pear at the Victoria Theatre 
To-morrow Evening. 

The appearance of .Nr. Eugene Ysaye 
anil M. Jean Gerardy is indeed an event 
of uncommon interest. When M. Ysaye 
first thought of making a visit to this 
country, his approach was trumpeted in 
furious blasts. Here is an extract from 
the pcrfervid circular that appeared ear- 
ly in the fall of 1S94; 

"Ysayc's magnificent stature, with 
flowing hair anil the face of a young 
Creek god. consistently deserve for him 
the title of "Champion of the Violin." 
When carried away and inspired byjiis 
great playing one half expects to sec nil 
aura descending upon Ins magnificent 
head." 

And here are two more impressive in- 
stances of press-agent genius: 

"His pupils arc as clean cut as 11 
cameo, as distinguishable from other 
graduates as the real sun from a stage 
effect. As a conversationalist he is 
charming, with a vivacity that draws 
you toward him, and in the discussion of 
arts he talks with, an irresistible vehe- 
mency." 

Jean Gerardy also visited this coun- 
try for the first time in 1894. He. 1oo. 
was horn at Liege, December t!, 1878, 
the son of 11 professor ill the conserva- 
tory, lie studied with his father and 
with Bellmann. At the age of eight and 
a half years he won the 'second 'cello 
prize, and when he was eleven and a 
half years old, the first prize medal was 
voted to him by acclamation. His first 
apearance in public was at. Liege in 
1S.SS. Then he played nt Spa. Lille and 
Aix-la-Chapelle, Antwerp, anil at this 
last place played with Ysaye and Pader- 
cwski, a Itubenstein trio. He made his 
debut in London. November 20, 1.800; 
was invited to play before the queen, 
travelled through Great Britain with 
Potti In '91-'92 visited. Germany. He 
first played in this country at New York, 
December 12, 1804. *

THE LOST "JANE CAY." 

Her Dead Are Coffined in the Deep — 
Latest News of the Tragedy. 

Unless they have been picked up by 
some passing vessel, there is no longer 
any hope that others of the -lane Gray's 
illstarred company survive to-day. Nor 
are their bodies to be found along the 
Inhospitable shores of southwestern Van- 
couver Island, for the steamer Mischief 
has j 11st returned from a thorough search 
undertaken by the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer, with the object of returning 
these bodies to the sorrowing friends, hav- 
ing ascertained with positivonoss that 
none have come ashore. The Indians 
have examined every bay and bench from 
Euculet to Cape Scott and find their con- 
viction unshaken that the dead have 
been carried far to the northward of the 
Island, never to be heard of more, 
friends.

CARE OF GLOVES. 

The way to put on gloves and take 
them off should be carefully studied, ad 
vises the Philadelphia Ledger. 

First shake a little powder in the glove 
then place your elbow firmly on the 
table, the hand upright, the thumb at 
right angles with the palm, 

Draw the body of the glove over the 
fingers, and arrange each digit in the 
glove-linger intended for it, and see that 
the seams are not twisted. 

Carefuly coax on the figners, am! 
when they are fitted, smooth the back- 
stitching into place. Then insert, -lie 
thumb, the buck seams against being 
pulled up straight, and the wrist button- 
ed. 

The seam at the tip of the thumb 
should be on a line with the middle of 
the thumbnail. 

Always fasten the second button first, 
ami be sure before putting on the 
gloves that you have carefully seen to 
the buttons being secure, otherwise, 
some time when you tire going out in 
a hurry a button may come off and you 
mny not have time to replace it, and 
nothing makes gloves so much out; of 
shape as when they nre worn without 
being properly buttoned. 

Scented gloves are nice; but when the 
purchaser can not afford to buy them 
already perfumed, it. can easily be made 
at home. 

First of all you must, obtain from the 
chemist ambergris, one drachm, and a 
quarter of an ounce of orange flower 
witter. Mix thoroughly and rub into the 
inside of theg loves with cotton wool. 

Another perfume for gloves is to mix 
half an ounce of essence! of roses, a 
drachm each of oil of cloves and mace, 
and a quarter of an ounce of frankin- 
cense. 

Place the mixture In tissue paper be- 
tween the gloves, then place u heavy 
weight on them. Leaves the gloves un- 
der Hie weight for a day or two until 
they are permeated with the fragrance. 
This will cling to the gloves until they 
are entirely worn out, 

After taking off your gloves they 
should be shaken and stretched out, 
and put in a glove-box or drawer — some- 
where where they can lie flat.

ABOUT THE PHILIPPINES., 

Timely Information Furnished tie Unit- 
ed Slates from British Sources. 

(Correspondence I ! lobe-Democrat.) 

Ambassador Hay lias sent from Lon- 
don to tho department of state a letter 
from Frank Karuth oh tie Philippines. 
Mr. Kitruth is a Follow of the Koytil 
Geographical Society and is president 
of the Philippines Mineral Syndicate, 
Limited. In the form of notes or mem- 
oranda he presents many facts about 
the people, their customs, the natural 
characteristics and products of tho 
country, which will be interesting to 
Americana at this time. 

"Few outside of the comparatively 
narrow circle who are directly Interested 
in the commerce nnd resources of " the 
Philippine Islands know any thing of 
them," Mr. Karuth says. "The Philip- 
pine merchant men are it rather close 
community, wlTicii only in the last de- 
cade or so has expanded its diameter a 
little. There are a number of very 
old cstailished firms among them, sev- 
eral of them being British. Among 
them also are firms— perhaps, as far as 
wealth and local influence go, the most 
important firms— whose chiefs are partly 
at least of native? blood. 

"In the old days money was made 
more easily than nowadays. It used 
somehow to How into the merchant's 
colters without nny particular effort in 
directing the How on his part. But those 
times are no longer. Cables, weekly 
mails and the influx of younger men with 
modern ideas have disturbed the som- 
nolent complacency of the old times. 
And the fall in the value of the dollar 
had added its own particular bitterness 
to the trouble caused by the inroad or 
competitors -and by the equalization of 
chances by tie tale-bearing cable. Nev- 
ertheless, the -field is still a good one, 
and, with the era of progress which 
seems to have set in in the Philippines, 
there- will be room for many more. 

"The number of the islands which 
form the Philippine archipelago will as- 
tonish many readers. It is said to ap- 
proach 2,000. There are two among 
them larger than Ireland— namely, Lu- 
zon, with 42,000, and Mindanao, with 
38,000 square miles, and there are other 
islands with 5,500, 5,000, J.HOO, 4.000, 
;5,50O, and 3,000 square miles. The 
character of tie fauna and Horn of the 
Philippne Islands Is, to a certain extent, 
of the Melanesiun or Australian type, 
and differs widely from that of the Ma- 
layan archipelago, from which it is sep- 
arated by a narrow but very deep strip 
of sen. The Philippines rejoice in that 
distinctly Australian bird, the cockatoo, 
is on indigenous member of their avi- 
fauna, and in the entire absence of the 
tifjer or any other representative of 
tin? largo Felidae. There are reasons 
for the hypothesis that the Philippine 
Islands are peaks, mountain.' ridges and 
table lands of a submerged continent, 
which in u very early geological period 
extended to Australia. 

"The geology of the Philippine Islands 
is to a very large extent a mere matter 
of conjecture. Their conformation and 
the exuberantly tropical vegetation ren- 
der surveys and explorations more than 
ordinarily difficult. Only a few districts 
have been curiously surveyed and re- 
ported on," 

Of the geological character Mr. Kar- 
uth says: 

"Almost everywhere in the islands are 
the results of volcanic forces in evidence, 
although the number of active volcanoes 
is small. The volcanoes, active and ex- 
tinct, are grouped in two lines, running 
approximately, east nnd west. Earth- 
quakes are not infrequent, and the 
buildings are designed to resist them. 
The more violent seismic disturbances 
appear to be confined to certain centres, 
among which the neighborhood of Ma- 
nila, the capital of the islands, situate 
in Luzon, seems to be prominent. The 
mining concessions of the Philippines 
Mineral Syndicate, Limited, of London, 
which tiro scattered over an area of 
several hundred square miles in the east 
of Luzon, have In two years been visited 
by only one very slight shock, which 
passed off without the smallest incon- 
venience or damage. The orography of 
the group is very complicated. In a 
general sense, the direction of the chains 
of mountains is north and south, with 
occasional deflections to east and west. 
The highest mountain in the group is 
Apo, in Mindanao, with over i>,000 feet, 
whilst Halcon, In Mindoro, reaches 
nearly 8.900 feet, and Majon, in Luzon, 
exceeds 8,200 feet. 

"The archipelago lies between 4.40 
nnd 20 north latitude, and 110:40 and 
120:30 east, longitude. The seasons are 
dry and divided into hot and cool, or wet 
and dry, and vary according to the as- 
pect of the country. Regions exposed to 
the southwest monsoon have their wet 
season, -whilst on tho other side of the 
mountains people enjoy the dry season. 
The rainfall is not excessive for the 
tropics, n<,r is it continuous, for occas- 
ional breaks lessen the discomforts of 
the wet season. The climate is very 
healthy for the tropics, and disease— yel- 
low fever— are unknown." 

Americans are. perhaps, moro inter- 
ested just now in the population of the 
islands than in anything else about 
them. 

"The bulk of the natives," Mr. Karuth 
says, "are of a race akin to the Malays, 
though pure Malays are only settled on 
the south coast of Mindanao nnd the 
neighboring islands, where at times they 
give a little trouble to the authorities. 
In the interior of Luzon and some of the 
other islands the remnants of a race of 
natives of undoubtedly Papuan origin 
are found, still as untamed and given t<> 
roving through the forests as the Span- 
iards found them over 300 years ago. 
They, like their Australian kinsmen, ily 
from civilization and succumb when forc- 
ed into contact with it." 

Mr. Karuth quotes Mr. Palgrave, tt 
former British consul, in this picture of 
people and life of the Philippines: 

"Lull, indeed," he says, "must be his 
soul, unsympathetic bis nature, who can 
see the forests and mountains of Luzon, 
Queen of the Eastern Isles, fade away 
into dim violet outlines of the fast reced- 
ing horizon without some wistful .remem- 
brance, some pang of longing regret. Not 
the Aegean, not tho West Indian, nor the 
Samorin, hot any other fair island clus- 
t 0l . * * * can riva i i n manifold beau- 
ties of earth, sea and sky the Philippine 
archipelago. Pity that for tie Philippines 
no word limner of note exists. The 
chiefect, tho almost exceptional, spell ut 
the Philippines is situate, not In a lake 
or volcano, forest: or plain, but In the 
races that form the bulk of the island 
population. I said 'almost exceptional,' 
because rarely Is an intra-tropical people 
a satisfactory ono to eye or mind. But 
this can not be snid of the Philippine 
Malays, who, in bodily formation and 
mental characteristics alike, may fairly 
claim a place not among the middling 
mimes inscribed on the world's national 
Kettle. A concentrated, never-absent self- 
respect, nn habitual self-restrninl in 
word and deed, very rarely broken except 
when extreme provocation induces the 
transitory but fatal frenzy known its 
'amok,' and an inbred courtesy, equally 
diffused through all classes high or low, 
unfailing decorum, prudence; caul ion, 
quiet, cheerfulness, ready hospitality, 
and a correct, though hot inventive tust'e. 
His family is n pleasing sight, much 
subordination and little constraint, uni- 
son in graduation, liberty not license. Or- 
derly children respected parents, women 



subject but not oppressed, men ruling 
but not despotic, reverence with kind- 
ness, obedience in affection; these form a, 
lovable picture, not by any means rare 
in the villages of the Eastern Isles. The 
villagers' houses, some large, some small, 
wood or bamboo, two stories or one, mere 
huts or spacious dwellings, according to 
the fortunes of the inmates, are dotted 
here and there in an unsyninSetricnl row 
among the trees; but all have a comfort- 
able, n cozy look, suggestive of .sulli- 
eiencj! many of them white, painted with 
stripes green or blue, rarely red, aud oc- 
casionally a flower pattern or fanciful 
scroll work to enliven them more. Eight 
million natives, more or less, inhabit, the 
Philippines, and yet scarcity is of rare 
occurrence; famine unknown. Of all 
tropical lands, all tropical races that it 
has been my lot to visit, none will have 
left a plcasanter or more heart-satisfying 
memory, than the Philippine archipelago! 
the home of the half-civilized Malay." 

"On the whole, the Philippine natives 
find and take life easy. Their require- 
ments are few. The sum of £5 will pro- 
vide a native household with a dwelling 
ot its own and ample furniture. Under n 
genial- climate; on a soil lavishly grateful 
for the slightest tending; by waters teem- 
ing with fisji, they know naught of hun- 
ger, and have much time left for amuse- 
ments— such as dancing ami public rejoic- 
ings of the smallest occasion, music, for 
which they have a natural talent, so that 
there is scarcely a commune without a 
lairl.v trained brass band— and gambling! 
Lockfighting is the national' sport, and 
no mean source of revenue to tho authori- 
ties. Almost every native owns a fight- 
nig fowl, which is as' dear to him as her 
Ifipdog to a European lady.

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NICHOL TRIAL PUT OFF 



The Libel Case Postponed Till 
Next Assize by Action of 
the Defence. 



Commission Granted on JIi\ Mar- 
tin's Application to Examine 
Witnesses in England. 



The Nichol libel cast-, which it was ex- 
pected would have continued yesterday, 
lias been postponed for several months ou 
the motion o£ the defence. Jury and 
witnesses and spectators were ou hund 
yesterday morning wheu the court open 
ed, expecting that though there might be 
a little more skirmishing between conn 
sel, tint jury would be empanelled and 
the trial proceeding before the day was 
over. This, however, was a mistake, for 
u motion Mr. Martin made for a com 
mission to take evidence in England was 
granted and consequently the trial can- 
not go on in die meantime. 

When Mr. .Justice MeColl took his 
seat ou the bench Mr. Archer Martin 
for the deCence put in a second plea of 
justification on behalf of Mr. Nichol tor 
the alleged libel. 

Mr. Cassidy saw nothing in the new 
plea that altered the situation from the 
plea just put iu. 

Mr. Justice MeColl remarked that the 
present plea o£ justification was as to the 
whole libel. 

A demurrer was taken by the counsi 
for the defence, Mr. Charles Wilson, 
Q C , and Mr. It. Cassidy, the grounds 
taken being first a general denial of the 
allegations in the plea and secondly tliat 
the publication of the alleged libel was 
not in the public interest. 

The court over-ruled the demur* 

Air. Martin next moved that a com- 
mission be appointed to examine AVilliam 
llenrv Champness, John Arthur Turner 
and C. A. Collin, at present resident in 
London, England. This application, he 
Minted, was bona fide and not for the 
purpose of delaying the trial. 

Mr. Wilson said that the prosecution 
were anxious to have the case go to trial 
and settled as soon as possible, and it 
seemed to him that the application should 
have been made sooner. 

The court thought that the applica 
tion could not have been made before the 
plea of justification. . 

Mr. Cassidy— If I might say a word in 
this matter. It seems to me to be prop- 
er matter for argument. This much is 
clear, the application is within your 
lordship's discretion. If it is quite clear 
from everything that has taken place 
that this is a bona fide application for 
a commission, and not clearly a means of 
evading a trial at the present moment 
then, your lordship might, accede to it. 
But this application, I submit, is not a 
bona fide one, but made by the defend 
ant for the mere purpose of evading trial 
at the present moment. 

Mr. Martin— I must take exception to 
this remark. . . 

Mr. Cassidv— My reason for saying this 
is, while I have little fault to find with 
vour lordship's ruling that the words: 
"and so the said Walter Cameron 
Nichol says that the said alleged libel is 
true in substance and in fact" may be 
taken as a general justification of every- 
thing in the libel, yet 1 say that when 
your lordship comes to look at the mat- 
ters which are set out in that plea from 
■which he draws that deduction— the facts 
that this defendant proposes to submit 
to this court as being justification— your 
lordships sees at once that those facts 
are not in any way a justification of the 
libel iu the terms in which it is put, 
namely, charging betrayal of the public 
secrets and officially assisting the com 
pany and being bribed, and so on, and 
vour lordship has already held that such 
facts, when set tip in the former plea 
were no justification. 

The Court— I expressed no definite 
opinion, but merely held the first plea 
bad. 

Mr. Cnssidv— It seems to me whether 
it was finally indicated by your lordship 
or not, the facts set up in the plea are 
immaterial to this issue we have to try. 
The crux of this matter is a charge 
against Messrs. Turner and I'ooley that 
they prostituted their public offices, that 
they gave away the secrets of the govern- 
ment and were prepared to give them 
away to the company with which they 
were associated, and so on. Now noth- 
ing is indicated to your lordship in this 
affidavit that this defendant can prove 
any more than the facts he has stated in 
his plea, apart from the general justifica- 
tion. I beg to submit that, with these 
facts before us this application for a coin- 
mission and for postponement of the 
trial is made for the purpose of intro- 
ducing evidence which is substantially 
irrelevant to the issue and which if it 
were proved would make no difference. 
And this application I say is not an hon- 
est application, but for the purpose of 
evading justice. We have made every 
effort to bring the persons responsible 
for this libel before the bar of justice — 
there are other persons than the defend- 
ant who should be brought before that 
bar also, but for reasons which I have 
no business to state here now, we have 
been unable to do so. While I say it is 
clear that as a matter of practice it is 
open to the defendant to make an appli- 
cation at any reasonable stage of the 
proceedings, for a commission to exam- 
ine witnesses upon a mere statement of 
the names of those witnesses and that 
their evidence is necessary and material, 
yet when the defendant conies before 
your lordship with a double-barrelled ap- 
plication and asks at this stage for a 
postponement of the trial of this matter, 
your lordship will require something 
more than is here stated. When the 
facts which they expect to prove an- ap- 
parent from their own statement in their 
plea that must, be taken as the measure 
of them. They drew up a idea before 
•winch was held insufficient, and they got 
leave and went away to draw a bettor 
one so that, this plea must be taken to 
represent the best that they can prove 
or even suggest and if what they expect 
to prove by examining this young man 
Turner, the son of Hon. Mr. Turner, is 
what they say in their plea. that, the son 
has been made secretary of a c&mpany 
■of which Mr. Turner is a director, why, 
we believe it. What ho expects to get 
out. of these witnesses we will admit 

freely, It is not to be 

Mr. Martin —I accept that admission of 
my learned friend if ho says he will ad- 
mit what I want to prove, I will accept 
the admission. 

The Court— I will adjourn if you think 
y°« "Kree upon any admissions. 

Mr. Martin— There are some documents 
here I would like to have admitted. My

Mv. Cassidy— When I make a state- 
ment of that kind, of course it may be

, The Court — Within certain limits. The 
application is to myself, so your argu- 
ment may go on, Mr. Cassidy. 

Mr. Cassidy — I am entitled to draw 
your lordship's attention to the real pur- 
pose of this application. We are about 
entering upon a political campaign, and 
Messrs. Turner and Pooley nre coming 
out at the polls. 

The Court— This is a dry question of 
law, Mr. Cassidy, and has nothing to do 
with politics. 

Mr. Cassidy— 1 say that the defendant 
is afraid to have this case tried before 
the elections. 

The Court— Mr. Cassidy, when I am 
speaking you will be good enough to 
stop and hear what I have to say, and 
attend to it. I hope you will not allude 
to any question of politics here. There 
are other ways of bringing these things 
before the public. The press is open to 
you. 

Mr. Charles Wilson, Q.C., here pro- 
duced an authority from the Indian 
Criminal Code applicable to the present 
application. 

The Court— In the absence of rules of 
practice made under the code I must 
deal with the matter according to my 
best discretion. I feel that the applica- 
tion has been made at the earliest mo- 
ment. Having regard to the peculiar 
nature of proceedings such as these and 
the position which the defendant is in 
after he has justified, for he takes 
great; responsibility upon himself in filing 
a plea of justification that the commis- 
sion is requested and it being a matter 
of discretion, and of course, the judge 
can only exercise it one way — according 
to law. 

Mr. Cassidy— There is one word T wish 
to say. Messrs. Turner and Pooley an 
both here in the court. 1 will put them 
into the box for my learned friend to ask 
as many questions as ho likes about the 
position of this son of Mr. Turner's. lie 
can get at the fountain head of the whole 
matter. The son is not here, so I give 
him the father.

The court then granted the commission 
and to prevent any difficulty that might 
arise by allowing the present assize 
to die, he adjourned the court until the 
first day of the next assize.

To the Editor: It is very amusing to 
contemplate the letter signed "New Zea- 
lander," which appeared in your contem- 
porary (The Times) issue of the 11th 
inst., and were it not such a direct mis- 
reprseentation of fact, calculated to give 
a false impression, mislead people as to 
the condition of affairs in the southern 
colony one could afford to let it pass 
unnoticed. At the present juncture, 
however, when political discussion is 
rife and the people of British Columbia 
lire confronted with an election which 
may do much to affect the destinies of 
this country, I should, in justice to a 
largo section of the public who know 
different, and as a recent arrival from 
New Zealand, one who kuows the coun- 
try well, like to refute in toto the state- 
ments made! by the Times correspondent. 
He trumps up the railways, one of the 
weakest points in the New Zealand gov- 
ernment policy and makes assertions 
which are absolutely untrue and cannot 
be authenticated. 1 should like to show 
what that branch of advanced legisla- 
tion as applied to government owner- 
ship of railways has done for I'ew Zea- 
land and people can then judge whether 
such a condition of things is so highly 
to be desired or not — whether, in other 
words, it would suit this country. To 
commence with, it is n notorious fact 
that not a single government lino (main) 
pays interest on its construction and 
mointainauce cost. Moreover, that there 
is actually an annual loss on the work- 
ing of the railways to the colony of over 
$-101), 000. What quid 1)r() nu d oea the 
public receive for this little sum'.' In 
contradistinction to this we have the 
Wellingtoii-Manawatu (one of the very- 
few private lines) paying dividends, 
whilst the service tendered to the pub 
lie is iu every way admittedly superior 
to that of the government. To say that 
New Zcalanders arc proud of their rail- 
way system and therefore satistied with 
it, is to offer an insult to their sanity 
and common sense. The railways there 
are a perpetual source of public derision, 
but unfortunately they belong to the 
aforesaid public and they can't get rid 
of them, much as they would like to. The 
whole system is overmanned, probably 
more so than any other department of 
thnt incubus— the civil service— which 
is slowly but surely strangling the life of 
the colony. The narrow gauge is in 
vogue in New Zealand and the speed 
of 155 miles per hour alluded to by the 
Times' writer must dwell in his imagin- 
ation and he must have been acquaint- 
ing himself with the old precept "fur off 
fields look green." The average speed 
on the North Island lines is about IS 
miles per hour, including stoppages, and 
in the South Island about 25 miles per 
hour. The great difference made in the 
speed on tin? southern line is no doubt 
owing to the colder latitudes, which com- 
pel them to move along a little just to 
keep the circulation up! When did the 
penny fares that "New Zealander" talks 
about come in? He must allude to ex- 
cursion rates. Surely I have travelled 
the lines considerably, but never suc- 
ceeded in striking • that "cut" in fares, 
the usual rate being 5 cents per mile first 
class. And we are to believe that it was 
on account of this reduction that the 
profits on the railways diil not reach 
5 per cent. Well! well! and so "New 
Zealander" ignores the fact that cheap 
traveling begets travel and consequently 
an increased revenue, then indeed is one 
of the fundamental principles of railway 
economy dashed to the ground. 

With regard to the beautiful altruistic 
sentiment (which according to the let- 
ter quoted) pervades a government's rail- 
way policy as opposed to private corpor- 
ations, in the noble desire to open up 
the land and benefit town and country, 
settlers without seeking to make pro- 
fits — I retort rot and bunkum! There 
lias been in New Zealand as much chic- 
anery and corruption in allocating and 
expending the railway grants and in 
wire pulling in respect to the building of 
roads to solely benefit private individ- 
uals, as could reasonably be expected 
from any railway corporation. The ser- 
"n New Zealand to-day is 25 years 
behind the times and the people know 
and freely admit it, the rolling stock is 
plite inadequate and defective and the 
system of management is a fair exhibi- 
tion of red tape and government official 
incapacity — characteristic of the colony. 

No, it is easily seen by the whole 
trend of "New Zealander's" letter that 
hi; is for class legislation opposed to 
capital. There are many demagogues 
and semi-socialists like him in the col- 
ony alluded to— they fecundate thorp— 
and it. is on account of this so-called ad- 
vanced legislation that New Zealand has 
aroused the scorn and disgust of the com- 
mon-sense business men of the world, 
who have a genuine interest in the 
country's prosperity. But; at last in New 
Zealand the downfall of this advanced 
political party is apparent The people 
now see by the actual withdrawing of 
many of the financial investing corpor- 
ations that men who invest their money 
want some security for it and as cap! 
fill is absolutely indispensible in the de- 
velopment of a new country, it must be 
encouraged and not harrassed and open- 
ly opposed. Let the people of British 
Columbia make no mistake, hut let. them 
return men who are sincere and have 
a stake in the country, no political' job- 
bers or men with pretty theories, which 
they wish to experiment, upon, culled 
from product of a bold imagination like 
Bellamy's "Looking Backward. - '- In this 
world the great factor ot selfishness un- 
derlies the actions of ns oil to a greater 
or less extent, let us consequently not 
be caught with pretty sounding phrases 
and mere promises. This is a young 
country with vast resources, but the 
local people cannot develop them them- 
selves, they require capital anil if they 
are wise they will offer it every induce- 
ment to eome and stay,
